Britain Tries To Calm

O RD comes from London 
that

This is an important step in 
an earnest effort to assuage French fears 
ilia!

These fears have long constituted 
the 
central fact in the unhappy delay over rati­ 
fication of the ED C pact. Recognizing this.

and other European diplomats to produce 
an arrangement that could serve as an off­ 
set. 


The text of the proposed treaty has not 
yet been published, but there seems little 
question the British government is ready 
to commit itself. Prime Minister Church­ 
ill expressed his country’s attitude toward 
the ED C nations: “ We are wiih them, but 
not of them.”

The announcement from the Brit­ 
ish colonial government said Chi­ 
na, identified previously by the 
British as the No. 2 fighting leader 
of the Mau Mau forces, already 
had made contact with some other 
terrorist leaders. 
The statement said the peace 
overtures would bring “ no relaxa­ 
tion of the impact of the security 
forces upon the terrorist organiza­ 
tions . . . these operations will be 
continued and intensified.” 
Last weekend, in a battle north 
of Nairobi. 
British forces 
killed 
some 200 of the terrorists, It was 
the biggest single action of the 19^ 
month war. 
The government said that China 
was contacting his former asso­ 
ciates by letter and in police-es­ 
corted. armored car tours of jun­ 
gle areas around Mt. Kenya, the 
heart of the Mau Mau movement 
among the Kikuyu tribe.
